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THE ANNUAL EXHIBITION—FOREWORD 
THE MAY SHOW—A PART OF CLEVELAND’S SPRING FESTIVAL 


HE opening of the Thirty-Third Annual Exhibition of 

Work by Cleveland Artists and Craftsmen focuses the 
attention of Cleveland upon the Museum. It is one of the high 
moments of the year when the Museum proclaims in vigorous 
fashion its belief in Cleveland as a creative city. The very fact 
that over 120,000 visitors thronged the galleries during the 
period of last year’s showing is evidence of the attention which 
this exhibition receives. 

The Mayor’s proclamation of Cleveland’s Spring Festival 
stressed especially the importance of Cleveland as a cultural 
center. The circle of Cleveland’s influence has spread increas- 
ingly, and the May Show has had a part in this; it has become 
an institution known not only throughout Ohio but throughout 
America because of its significance in the life of this city. It is 
an expression of Cleveland’s vitality in the creative field and of 
the fact that the artist and craftsman are not without honor in 
their own city. 

Patronage has been and always will be an all-essential for the 
encouragement and growth of the artistic idea. The antiques of 
the future will never be made unless the élite of today recognize 
their duty to contemporaries and make it possible for the 
present-day worker to live. In thirty-two years 15,887 objects 
have been sold from the annual exhibitions for the amazing 
total of $356,168.55. Last year was the record year for pur- 
chases. This is proof that Cleveland has recognized its duty 
and has made of that duty a pleasure. 

The Museum has been a consistent purchaser. The Cleveland 
Art Association has also co-operated with the Museum to the 
fullest degree and through its Lending Collection brings many 
beautiful works of art into the homes of Cleveland families. 
The Horace E. Potter Memorial Award for Excellence in Crafts- 
manship, established two years ago, stresses outstanding merit. 
In these and other ways the Museum furthers the artist and 
craftsman in the belief that a living museum creates for the 
future.

REVIEW OF THE EXHIBITION 


The May Show brings together each year the varied talents of 
Cleveland’s artists and craftsmen in this, their great annual 
exhibition. The very comprehensiveness of the exhibition is its 
special contribution. To the more usual fields of painting and 
sculpture are added photography, graphic arts, and the crafts 
in all their manifestations. The Jury recognized this and 
remarked upon the fact that the widespread excellence and 
sustained quality which show themselves in so many differing 
techniques give a unique richness to the cultural background 
of Cleveland’s life. It is not unfair to say that the Museum’s 
steady sponsorship through many years has played an all- 
important part in this result. 

The painting entries are divided into several categories; and, 
as would be expected, the class, o1L PAINTING, LANDSCAPE AND 
MISCELLANEOUS, is one of the largest. The subject matter 
wanders far afield: North America, Canada, South America, 
and Europe weave their spells in many different interpretations 
of the artist’s brush. A special award was given Dean Ellis for 
three widely contrasting canvases. The lowering skies in “Storm 
off Eastern Point,” the steel grays, the granite hardness, throw 
into relief the characteristic mood of New England and are a 
foil to the phantasmagoria of Spain-transplanted-to-Mexico in 
Dean Ellis’s two other awards, “View of San Miguel” and 
“Aspect of a Mexican Cemetery.” The first of these is appari- 
tional in its dramatic contrasts, in its play of cold and warm 
colors, and in the strange and suggestive power of its moving 
shapes. In the next award serenity, expressed in rich blue skies, 
a twilight mood, simplicity of effect, and largeness of treat- 
ment, marks the mood of the three subjects included in Carl 
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Gaertner’s first prize. Never has Gaertner spoken more directly, 
never with more authority. The scene changes materially in the 
four pictures by John Teyral, which took second place; here in 
the warm colors of Italy are the festivities of the Florentine 
Carnival: the carousel, the caradinieri with their cocked hats, 
the poles with their gay ribbons; even his two abstractions 
have the feel of this land of warmth and sunshine. Contrasting 
with them, in the fourth canvas, are the patternings of the 
bombed and disemboweled houses along the Arno. The third 
award, given Joan Kempsmith for four pictures, also records 
Florence, but how differently. Hers is the Florence of great 
churches, of niches with statues, of saints and flying angels, of 
allegorical figures, of rich ironwork and twisted columns. The 
artist has chosen fragments of walls in which these elements 
exist. The glorious patine of time has touched these walls; 
strange perfumes and incenses seem to cling to their marbles 
and their frescoed surfaces. To a very unusual degree they 
evoke the creative past of that great city which was the cradle 
of the Renaissance. The class was of such excellence that four 
honorable mentions were given respectively to Richard J. 
Anuszkiewicz, Peter Paul Dubaniewicz, Anthony J. Vaiksnoras, 
and Nick Voglein. 

OIL PAINTING, PORTRAIT, is much smaller than the preceding 
class; and first went to two portraits by Wray Manning, “Here 
is Mary” and “Sam Little.” They have his moody wistfulness, 
delicate and evanescent color, and a haunting and penetrating 
power of character representation. Two self portraits by 
Virginia Cowden and Sy Lachiusa were given second and third, 
respectively. 

The third class, o1L PAINTING, FIGURE COMPOSITION, is large 
and varied. Particularly to be noted is the rich and vigorous 
color, a characteristic that is evident this year in the entire 
painting section. A special award was given to two exquisite 
subjects by Hazel Janicki, “The Disenchanted” and “The 
Builders.” The muted tones of their colors, pale lavenders, 
rose, pale blue, purples, weave a mood of sadness and introspec- 
tion. Mysterious figures, beautifully realized in space, are used 
as symbols; it is the world of ideas, strange and apart. First 
prize, “Carnival Time in Italy” by John Teyral, has something 
of the brash exuberance of the carnival itself; and the artist has 
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handled very beautifully his two figures, masked and unmasked, 
against the abstract background of tattered posters. The color is 
extraordinarily rich and full. The second prize, “Girl with 
Bird,” by Lois Rossbach, is another evocative canvas, the figure 
effectively placed against an open window which frames the 
towers and buildings of a city touched with the orange light of 
sunset. Capably handled is Margaret Riggs Mellen’s “After 
the Race.” Two honorable mentions were given to Peter Paul 
Dubaniewicz and William Schock, respectively. 

In the past the class, O1L PAINTING, INDUSTRIAL, has been 
weak. This year it becomes important, not in numbers but in the 
quality of the pictures recognized as outstanding. Of primary 
importance is the “Iron Jungle” of Dean Ellis, given a special 
award; partially abstracted, it is a composition of industrial 
equipment in a color design of telling effectiveness: rust-reds, 
orange, gray-whites, sour greens, and yellow. Against the rich 
orchestration of this piece the first prize, “Coal, Gravel, 
Concrete” by Carl Gaertner, strikes an entirely different note: 
the threatening sky, the flash of light on the rim of the horizon, 
the dark waters of the lake, accentuate the subject, which is 
nature and its materials in the service of man. Anthony J. 
Vaiksnoras in the second prize has presented with adroitness 
and humor his “Industrial Area.” 

The Flats, with the Russian Church in the background, is the 
subject for Edmund Brucker’s third prize, “Sulphur and Ore,” 
and also for Peter Paul Dubaniewicz’s honorable mention, 
“City Foreground,” but no two color schemes could be more 
different. Other honorable mentions went to Anthony W. 
Eterovich and Francis J. Meyers, Jr. 

The class, OIL PAINTING, STILL LIFE, always brings out a 
series of interesting compositions; and this year is no exception. 
Nothing could be more diverse than the materials selected. 
These ranged from Paul Riba’s three surrealist subjects, given a 
special award, with their delicately painted shells, bells, birds, 
and other oddments, to Carl Gaertner’s exquisite ““T'wo Vases,” 
which won a first prize. The latter is a simple composition with a 
beautiful arrangement of objects and planes and a spectacu- 
larly successful color scheme of sealing-wax red, sour yellow, 
blues, and blue-green. Joan Kempsmith’s beautiful textures 
and rich colors in “Italian Portraits” brought her a well-earned 
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second prize. The paleness and fragile delicacy of Wray 
Manning’s “Still Life,” given third prize, marks an abrupt 
change in approach to subject material. Similar tonalities 
mark Richard Gosminski’s “‘Still Life with Fish,” an honorable 
mention. Other mentions were taken by Samuel Butnik, Joseph 
B. Leach, and Emma Yarlekovic. 

MURAL AND DECORATIVE PAINTING is always a class of great 
contrasts in materials and in approach. A major component in 
recent years has been architectural enamels. Edward Winter’s 
three brilliant plaques of enamel on steel are splendid decora- 
tions. Their striking designs, their rich and effective color 
schemes brought a thoroughly deserved first. Two surrealist 
panels in encaustic by Paul Riba won second. Again, the third 
prize went to enamel, for five plaques, three small and two 
fairly large, by Doris Hall. Her rich and provocative color 
schemes show to great effect in this beautiful medium. The 
three honorable mentions were given to Marion Bryson, Clem 
Cykowski, and A. R. Jones, Jr. 

The awards in the small class of PASTEL were received by 
Robert W. Lee, who took first, and Katherine Schiefer Seeler, 
who won second for two charming compositions. 

The class of WATER COLOR is large in numbers; and when the 
Jury came to give the prizes, they found so many excellent 
entries that they gave a special award, three regular prizes, and 
no less than nine honorable mentions. The special was taken by 
Peter Paul Dubaniewicz for three Quebec scenes. Particularly 
memorable is the ‘Lower Quebec,” with its rich and mysterious 
pattern of roof tops; it has a fusion of material which is seldom 
achieved, and a slumbering quality of color which is extremely 
rich and suggestive. Nancy Pfeil Berndt’s two realistic subjects 
took first, the one called “Front Porch” being particularly 
effective; the artist has achieved a fine sense of three dimen- 
sions, and, in a low color range, the subject has been treated 
with distinction and reticence. Second prize was given to 
Richard J. Anuszkiewicz’s two pictures; “Afternoon Sun” is an 
excellent composition, which is framed by a brick archway in 
which slanting sunlight makes a pattern on ground and build- 
ing. Four entertaining renditions of the lower East Side, with 
its Elevated, its teeming advertisements, its neon signs, its 
pushcarts and hurly-burly, won third prize for Jerome Land. 
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His favorite purples and blue-greens, with sharp notes of yellow, 
give the kind of acid validity which fits the sociological over- 
tones of his pictures. The excitement of the entire water-color 
section is reflected in the brilliant series of honorable mentions. 
There is variety, fancy, and first-rate technical ability through- 
out. Alberta Cifolelli handles beautifully her opaque color in 
“Basement Still Life’; Carl Gaertner also employs the opaque 
medium and uses it with sparkling intensity; Alice M. Gizew- 
ski’s delicate humor and fragile fantasy enliven her composi- 
tions; Shirley Kravitz paints with character her scenes from 
Virginia City and Reno; Wray Manning’s pale colors express 
the delicacy and sensitiveness of his poetic vision; Miriam 
Smith Peck develops her all-over patterns with gay choice of 
still-life material; William Schock individualizes himself in 
‘his sharp and penetrating color, in which oranges, rusts, and 
sour greens play a predominant part; Viktor Schreckengost 
uses pure transparent color with brilliant results; Emma 
Yarlekovic infuses every section of her design with an intensity 
of movement which is accentuated by her individual sense of 
color. 

The class ILLUSTRATION is comparatively small. A few pieces 
were, however, picked out for commendation and award. 
First prize was given to Margaret Riggs Mellen for a composi- 
tion called “Cherry Jubilee’; a second was awarded to Z. 
Virginia Filson Walsh for two renditions of sulky races. The 
third-prize winner was Robert M. Moyer, and two honorable 
mentions were given respectively to Charles Jicha and Kinley 
Shogren. 

The finest graphic class this year is unquestionably that of 
FREEHAND DRAWING. The “Portrait of Laszlo” by Hazel 
Janicki was the special-award winner. It is an extremely 
sensitive rendition of a head, done in a style which recalls the 
silver points of the old masters. There is a profound feeling for 
form and, in addition, a penetrating psychological realization. 
First and second prizes went, respectively, to Joseph P. Jankow- 
ski and Joan Kempsmith for drawings made in Florence and 
elsewhere in northern Italy; beautiful in their technical 
handling, they have a freedom and suppleness of style which 
makes them living, vital expressions. Anthony W. Eterovich 
was given third, and honorable mentions were made to Ruth M. 
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Barteldt, Samuel Butnik, Avis Johnson, and Kenneth J. 
Lipstreu. 

The class, ETCHING AND OTHER INTAGLIO PROCESSES, is small, 
and no first prize was given. Dorothy Rutka Kennon’s “Widow” 
received the second, and Henry Kusmirek, an honorable men- 
tion for two. 

LITHOGRAPHY is also a disappointingly small class, and the 
three prizes and one honorable mention went to James L. 
Bowen, Jan Ford, B. F. Ford, and Alex Klein in that order. 

The class of scuLprurRe is larger than usual; and in the use of 
varied materials—marble, cast stone, bronze—the artists were 
adroit in developing to the full treatments of their subjects 
which were inherent in the actual materials chosen. Joseph 
Bulone’s group of three took the main prize, a first; and in the 
three pieces he used marble and cast stone. He has simplified 
his ‘Leaping Monk,” which is directly carved in a white 
marble, until he has almost abstracted it; as a result the forms 
themselves give the sprightly movement and the humor he 
sought. In the two heads, “St. Anthony” and “Mary,” he 
stylizes; and the texture and the color of the cast stone he has 
used add greatly to the effect. Merle Edelman’s two pieces, 
which took second, are fine and straightforward; but they suffer 
from not being in a permanent material. Walter A. Sinz’s 
third, “Maiden in the Clouds,” achieves quality through the 
happy use of cast stone to secure a pleasing texture. The same 
clever use of material marks the two honorable mentions: Ruth 
M. Barteldt in “Repose” has taken white marble and in her 
stylizations she has given it bulk and form. Katharine Gruener 
Lange’s “Babushka” is carved in a pink, mottled marble which 
is appropriate to the gay, leaping movement of the theme. 

The awards in SCULPTURE IN WOOD went respectively to Sol 
A. Bauer, Laurence Schmeckebier, and Richard A. Miller. 
Bauer effectively employs a piece of violet wood, and he has 
exploited to the full the beautiful color and the remarkable 
graining of his material. In fact, it seems as if he has released 
from the wood itself its unseen spirit. Schmeckebier employs 
other means to achieve his results in his second-prize pieces: at 
times he searches through grotesquerie to give the gnome-like 
quality of wood sprites; again, in a direct and forceful way, he 
tries to seek the elemental in his subject material and to express 
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it with a kind of rude and primitive force. Richard A. Miller’s 
third, “John the Baptist,” is a beautiful rendition of his subject, 
the elongated head having real expressiveness. 

CERAMIC SCULPTURE as usual is a large and individual class. 
A newcomer on the prize list, Stanley T. Evans, placed first 
with a most entertaining “Rhino,” excellently modeled and 
rejoicing in a surface texture that is almost uncanny in its 
suggestiveness. Another rhino, a Brahma bull, plus a group 
symbolizing Samoa gave the second place to Viktor Schrecken- 
gost. The rhino with its progeny joins the series of animal 
subjects which this artist has treated with such humor and 
such rare ability; the rich glaze used is one of the major features 
in its effect. Joseph Bulone’s stylization of movement is success- 
ful again in a different material; here he received third prize 
for his two ceramic sculptures, and he repeats the success which 
won him a first in the main sculpture class. Three honorable 
mentions conclude the list, given to Walter A. Sinz, Joan Hang, 
and Marion Sawhill. 

POTTERY is a large and particularly brilliant class. A special 
award in this section went to Charles Lakofsky for ten charac- 
teristic pieces of high-fire technique. They have the sensitive- 
ness to form and shape which always mark this artist’s work. 
Then to complete the trilogy of qualities necessary for great 
pottery they have exquisite glazes and occasionally simple and 
reticent patternings, which seem born from the shapes of the 
pieces themselves. The three brilliant free-form vases and the 
bow! by Viktor Schreckengost took the first prize in this class. 
Their wonderful glazes adapt themselves happily to their form; 
and when the artist uses decoration, as he does in two pieces, 
the abstract design is called forth by the piece itself in a scale 
perfectly related to it. They have weight and authority and 
could be used with excellent effect on an out-of-door terrace. 
Charles F. Mosgo’s second prize for six pieces was given for 
sound potting and imaginative glazes. Like the other pieces of 
high-fire technique they are low in tone; the intensity of the 
fire tends to burn away strong color. Irene Kolodziej Musick’s 
nine pieces, given third, have many of these same characteris- 
tics; they have also a certain stolid quality and do not always 
have the lightness and lift which give a sense of the clay’s rising 
from the wheel. So excellent was the group as a whole that six 
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honorable mentions were awarded: to Stanley T. Evans, Fern 
M. Giorgi, Harold Wesley Hunsicker, Avis Johnson, William 
A. Neumann, and Leonard Yuschik. 

ENAMELING ON METAL is as distinctive a Cleveland specialty 
as is pottery. This year, however, the group has surpassed itself 
in number and in quality. For this reason many awards were 
warranted. Kenneth F. Bates, long one of the most resourceful 
of the Cleveland craftsmen, is at his best in the group of nine 
which won the special award. They show a brilliant use of many 
of the resources of the enamel craft. One piece uses translucent 
enamel over silver; others are on a copper base. They exploit all 
the possibilities of pai//on, or translucent enamel over metallic 
foil; and often this artist plays upon the contrast of translucent 
and opaque color and heightens his effect by a patterned veining 
of gold. First prize was given to a group of bowls by Michael 
Natko; the luscious color of these brought recognition by the 
judges. Miriam Smith Peck in the next award used finely con- 
ceived abstract designs. Doris Hall’s third prize exemplifies the 
beauty of her exotic and rich greens, turquoise, and deep 
purples. Honorable mentions were given to James B. Hender- 
son; to Charles Bartley Jeffery, whose effective use of cloisonné 
adds a richness to the entire section; to Kalman Kubinyi, whose 
pieces have rare charm of color; and to Ruth Towle Wagner. 

The class JEWELRY is a remarkable group. In no class has the 
quality risen higher than in this section. If jewelry is not to 
miss its major effect as a precious article of adornment, fine 
craftsmanship is a sine qua non. It was in this class that the 
Jury awarded first prize and the Horace E. Potter Memorial 
Award for Excellence in Craftsmanship to John Paul Miller for 
his truly superlative group of nine pieces. Fascinating in their 
adaptation of modern design to this age-long craft, they are 
unusual yet beautiful in form and completely fresh in their 
inspiration. The second prize of Ruth M. Erickson stressed the 
use of color through enamel. This use of one of Cleveland’s 
major specialties was very effective, and the handling of the 
plique-a-jour technique in the earrings and the cloisonné in 
other pieces was first rate. Adding interest to the group is the 
set, bracelet, necklace, and earrings, in silver and ebony. 
Kalman Kubinyi owes his third prize to his adroit use of 
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enamel in his six pieces. Honorable mentions went to Kenneth 
Roy Caldwell and Lorna Manzler. 

First prize in SILVERWARE OTHER THAN JEWELRY was won by 
the brilliant group of Frederick A. Miller. This artist’s rare 
ability in being able to take free forms and in a remarkable way 
bring them into the age-long tradition of silverware with no loss 
of beauty is no mean feat. His pieces are among the most 
beautiful objects in the exhibition and are masterly in their 
technical perfection; in their line there is fluid elegance and 
great simplicity. Frederick J. Dockstader’s group of eight, 
including candlesticks, salt and pepper shakers, and pill boxes, 
won second. They also are excellent in craftsmanship. Third 
prize was given to Dominick Sylvester for two, and one 
honorable mention was awarded, to Orlando T. Blakeslee for 
two pieces. 

Superlative craftsmanship gave John S. Selby first prize for 
his six pieces in METALWORK OTHER THAN SILVER AND IRON. It is 
a small class; but the six pieces of pewter, in their taste and 
simple beauty, rank with the finest productions in the entire 
show. Carl Wyman and Claire Wyman won second and third 
respectively. 

Good contemporary design in FURNITURE gave first place to 
Ernst Payer for a “High-Low Table.” In an ingenious way the 
supports can be used to raise or lower the table to fit its func- 
tion. Particularly fine is the sensitive outline of the shape of the 
top. David Holtkamp’s excellent two pieces placed second; and 
Joseph M. Wooddell’s “Mahogany Coffee Table,” third. This 
group is a refreshing and stimulating one, which adds materially 
to the beauty of the exhibition. 

The ingenious and witty series of nuts, bolts, and gears, 
combined into diverting compositions, brought a first prize to 
Dr. Bernie Cooper and his assistants in MISCELLANEOUS HANDI- 
craFT. The mechanical world and the automaton it tends to 
create are amusingly satirized. Anne Jessop Smith was given an 
honorable mention in this class. 

The wEAvInc is excellent; a first prize was given to Clara 
Alfoldi, and the prizes in order went to Elizabeth B. Henry and 
Sara Mattsson Anliot, with three honorable mentions to Mary 
Ann Emerine, Dorothy Prill Kersey, and Elsa V. Shaw. The 
three-dimensional upholstery fabric of Clara Alfoldi is the out- 
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standing piece, and very beautiful are the two rugs by Sara 
Mattsson Anliot. 

PRINTING ON FABRIC has never before been so fine and never 
have so many pieces been accepted. First prize went to two 
delicate and charming designs by Marian Simonsen. The fine 
handling of an abstract pattern by Alys Lapp won a second; 
and Marjorie Cain’s lovely patterns in black, “Licorice” and 
“City Scape,” won her a third. There were four honorable men- 
tions awarded respectively to Carmen J. Doganiero, Mabel A. 
Hewit, Virginia Nepodal, and Jean O’Hara. 

Sociological content looms large in Jasper Wood’s three 
excellent pieces which took first in PHOTOGRAPHY, PORTRAIT AND 
FIGURE. Remarkable technical ability and skillful penetration 
of his subject material gave Geoffrey Landesman second, for 
two. A third was taken by Henry P. Boynton; and two 
honorable mentions, by Helen Hewett and James Thomas. 

In PHOTOGRAPHY, LANDSCAPE AND MISCELLANEOUS, Godfrey 
Frankel’s powerful group of three was given first. His “Razed 
House,” particularly, seemed to the judges, in its studied 
design and in the realization of that design, to be the out- 
standing photograph. Willard P. Richmond, Jr.’s alleys, with 
their strange patterns of light and dark, brought him the second 
prize. Third prize was a fine still life by Peggy Miller. Harry 
Ittner, Geoffrey Landesman, and Tibor Franz Nagey took the 
mentions.
